Petition for Eyler. 


The Kmmit-huri: ••chn-nicle" hist 


wee!; editorially trie, e the -tatu- of the 
new petition circulated in that town, 
a- follow- :

meiit on the attitude a-.-umed liy the 
frtimer- ot a certain petition gotten up 
in Kdislf of Wm. Kyler who has been 
--•ntcnced to be bamred next month, a 
new petition formulated by a clergy- 
man o! this place and signed by all 
the clertry and many of the laity in 
thi- vicinity. wa« btmircircuiated right 
here :n Kmmit*burg. 


I'nlike tho.-e who originated and 


those who signed the first petition, the 
citizens whose names appear ou new 
document take tiie position that the 
condemned man had a perfectly fair 
trial, that the jury reached its verdict 
solely upon the evidence submitted, 
and that the judge was perfectly im- 
partial in his rulings aud in his charge 
l'i the twelve men who tried the case. 
These citixens. and they represent the 
best element in our community, do not 
presume for one moment to ijuestiou 
the motives, the actions or theopinions 
of any one connected with the trial, 
aud their plea is not to overcome an 
injustice but rather to ask for clemency 
iu behalf of the unfortunate aud more 
or less irresponsible murderer. The 
signers of the present appeal to the 
Board of Pardous do not claim for au 
instant that Eyler should riot be pun- 
ished for his crime, but they do con- 
scientiously hold the opinion, arrived 
at after due*deliberation and unswayed 
by auy suggestion of maudlin senti- 
mentality, that full justice w i l l be 
doue if the sentence is commuted to life 
imprisonment. They are furthermore 


1 convinced that, at best, the mental 
state of the convicted man. even when 
not elJ'ected by intoxicants, was not 
normal, and that prior to committing 
the act he was not capable of fully re- 
alizing the enormity of such a heinous 
crime as that for which he was sen- 
tenced to pay the death penalty. 


Ju addition to this the signers of the 


petition referred to are lirmly of the 
belief that this case has already had a 
salutary effect upon the neighborhood 
in which Kyler lived, aud that this ef- 
fect will in nowise be abated by acorn- 
mutation of sentence. 
To sum up. 


the trial was fair, the Commonwealth 
of Peun.-yl^auia won its verdict and 
can enforce the imposed sentence : l>ut 
in view of the facts submitted aud the 
sad circumstances surrounding the 
case, al! that is asked by theabsolutely 
disinterested petitioners is that justice 
may be tempered with mercy."'
